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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to applicant's arguments on pages 6-8 of applicant's response, Broberg specifically teaches automatic channel selection 
wherein the channel selections are defaulted to specific values in response to the prediction that there is an overlap in a portion of the 
channels (channels 100-115; see Broberg at column 5, lines 40-45) and wherein other channels predicted to have no overlap are 
defaulted to a different source (channels 2-99; see Broberg at column 5, lines 40-45). As admitted in the previous rejections, Broberg 
fails to specifically disclose detecting if channels are actually overlapping. 

Stinebruner specifically discloses a system wherein channels from one source (in this case, local channels) are automatically 
incorporated at their corresponding virtual channel numbers (see Stinebruner at column 1 1 , lines 50-53) and existing channels from other 
sources (i.e. overlapping channels) are moved to other virtual channels (see Stinebruner at column 1 1 , lines 50-53). Detecting that the 
specific channels are overlapping and then assigning them to the local programming and reasigning the channels from the other source, 
more then meets the claim limitation of selecting a source in response to detecting the channel is overlapping or non-overlapping. 

In response to applicant's argument that Broberg only teaches predicting a channel overlap and Stinebruner is merely assigning local 
channels with their corresponding number, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all 
of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

More specifically, Broberg discloses selecting a default source based on the prediction that they are overlapping. As indicated in the 
previous rejection, he fails to specifically disclose "detecting". Stinebruner is merely relied upon to teach the capability of detection of an 
overlap condition between plural sources. Assigning a specific source to the "overlapping" channels was disclosed by Broberg. 
Detection, as taught by Stinebruner, provides an obviously more accurate method to determine if channels truly overlap and which 
source they should be assigned to.
